He is expecting on the Lafayette, which is due on Suesday 
or Verinésday next, a Commission headed by one o? the Cabinet Members of this country 


and he tells us that they hope to arrange ~ either through the United States Govern- 


© ment or through some of the large banking houses, a loan of possibly $200,000,0U0 


to assist them in the reorganization of their financial system and of their economic 
life. 
He telis us that they are very anxious to have an issue of notes printed 


in this country, which shall displace the Russian, German and other paper money at 


present in circulation in Lithuania. 

Mr. zilius states that their National Council is situated at 
703 West 15th Street, Washington. 

Mr. Zilius plans to take the Commission to Washington as soon as 
possible after their arrival in New York, but said that he would try and bring 
them in here before leaving for Washington. However, we thought it advisabie 
to keep you posted about the matter in case they should go on to Washington with 
out our having an opportunity to see them.

Lithuanian officials assert emphatically 
that the British group has not obtained 
anything resembling a monopoly, but 
that its members serve merely as com- 
missionaires, selling ¢xports and pur- 
chasing imports in any market in the 
world. A recent forecast of British 
plans for Baltic trade excited fear, par- 
ticularly in France, that a British mo- 
nopoly was sought, but Galvanauskas 
emphasizes the assértion that the Brit- 
ish group is acting only as agent and 
is anxious to buy and sell the world 
over, especially in America. He said 
that Lithuania needed manufacturing

Mr. J. Zilius, Treasurer of the Lithuanian Mission to the inibed States, 
called on Monday, the 29th inst., and showed me a telegram which he had received 
from his office in London reading -

In view of this he asked us to give him approximate price for notes 
to cover One Billion Mustinai face value and also approximate time of delivery. 
This information is covered in our letter of this date to the Lithuanian Mission, 

The price has been made up on a basis of estimates compiled in February 


last, Cards Nos. 5102, 5103 and 5104, and works out in detail as follows: -

The first issue will be the 
equivalent of the sterling reserve. Further issues will follow, but the initial 
flotation is considered adequate at least until the 800,000,000 German marks 
now in circulation in that country are retired. Whereas the mark in Lithuania 
is now depreciated similarly as in Germany, the new currency in Auksinas, the 
equivalent of the shilling, is expnected automatically to maintain itself ¢ 
par through the operation of the rest of the plan, which embraces a, balance of 
exports and imports sufficient to keep the exchange stabilized. 

This British group, which will underwrite and direct the Lithuanian 
National Bank, of course in co-operation with the local government, will act 
as selling agents in the disposal of Lithuanian exports, consisting chiefly of 
lumber, flax, and some grain, and as purchasing agents in the buying of a long 
List of imperatively-=needed imports.

CURRENCY SYSTEM 


The currency of Lithuania is based on the so-called Ober-—Ost rouble which was 
introduced by the Germans in 1915. The anowmt now in circulation in Lithuania is 
estimated at about 400,000,000. In addition to the Ober-Ost currency there is proba 
bly a total of 200,000,000 German marks in circulation and more than 400,000,000 
roubles of Russian money; that is, Tsar and Kerensky roubles, current throughout 
Lithuania and the Liberated area. The Ober-Ost rouble and the German mark are, howe 
ever, the official mits. ‘The domestic rate of exchange is 2 German marks for one 
Ost rouble, which was the rate established by the Germans, and has so far been main- 
tained. The Ober-Ost currency being thus virtually guaranteed by Germany, the foreign 
rate of exchange of the Ost rouble is entirely governed by the fluctuations of the 
German mark. When Lithuania wishes to make foreign purchases she must first convert 
Ost roubles into German marks and with the Latter buy the foreign currency, in which 
the purchases are to be made. The Lithuanian Government now desires to do away en- 
tirely with the Ober-Ost currency and to substitute therefor a national currency 
system guaranteed by an Allied Power, preferable Great Britain, in the form of a loan 
which would enable the State Bank to cover a paper issue of 500,000,000 mushtinis 
with a reserve of gold and other securities amounting to about 40 per cent. The © 
mushtinis, the proposed new unit, would be on a parity with the French franc in re- 
lation to the pound sterling, and would be divisible into 100 skatikis, the skatikis 
being equivalent to the French centime. The State Bank actually placed an order in 
Stockholm for the printing of the new notes, which are to comprise denominations of 
2, 5, 10, 25, 100, 500, and 1,000 mushtinis. This order was, however, subsequently 
cancelled.

I have immediately written Mr. Claudet, reporting the 
incident, and giving him copy of the note. 

Mr. Mostowski remarked while writing his note that he 
was leaving his address for Mr. Claudet, and I did not notice until after he had 
gone that this address includes only the name of the city. In case you could 
secure a wore definite address, I think it would be a good thing for us to have it. 
Postal service is so slow and telegrams are so garbled at present that it aie 
safer to have everything arranged in advance as far as possible. I gave Mr. 
Mostowski our address, cable, telephone, and street, all of which he carefully 
noted; and I thought he had done the same until I looked through the note after 
he had gone.

Your letter of August 22nd to Miss. O'Grady,has been handed 
to the writer by Mr. Woodhull, who has been in town for two or three days, 
with instructions to tell you that anything you are able to do in connection 
with this affair meets with his entire approval. 

It seems a bit strange that there is no record of our having bid 
on notes for this country, since we have given figures, as you probably know, 
through a Mr. Zilius, to the Lithuanian Commission that was here in March 1920. 
Be. We. & Go. also made figures through the National Metal and Chemical Bank in 
London. However, at that time everything wes a bit indefinite and we would 
probably have to make new quotations on their present requirements. 

In November 1920 we were approached by the Bank of United States 
and were informed by them that they were sending a man out to Lithuania for the 
purpose of looking over the ground with an idea of establishing a branch there 
and thoughtthat he could possibly do something to bring about an order for bank 
notes, which they promised to place with use He stopped at our office in Paris 
but did not meet Mr. Claudet, as he was away at that time. 

We have communicated with the Bank of United States once or twice 
but apparently they have not been as successful as they anticipated. 

In August 1922 a representative of the Lithuanisn Sales Corpora~ 
tion in this city called upon us and informed us he was going to Kovno and, among 
other things, was going to take up the matter of bank notes. He promised t stop 
either at the Paris Office or call upon us here on his return, but we have heard 


nothing further fron him. In this latter case we quoted no figures.

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I thenk you for your letter of September 18th, and, as you 
will remember, Mr. Hugon is looking after our interests in Varsovie and has 
charge of Lithuanis, as well. But 1 have never received any news from him 
regarding the latter country. 

I have written several times to the Minister of Finance but 
have never raceived any answer, and when, during my trip, I heard of the 
postage stamp issue, I also wrote to the Minister of Posts & Telegraphs 
regarding the matter, and 1 asked Mr. Hugon to look it up as well. But I 
find upon my returm to Paris no reply either from Kovno or from lr. Hugon. 

I have therefore written again to the Minister of Posts and telegraphed to 
Mr. Hugon. 

Candidly, I do not think this is business for us. Lithuanie 
is absolutely in the hands of the Germans and with the low value of the mark, 
it would be very hard for us to compete. The postage stamp issue of 24 millions 
of stamps in 8 denominations would be for us very small business indeed. I see 
by the report of B.W. that Mr. Santini has been in Kovno and has asked for a 
quotation on the stamps, and that the notes have been given to Czecho-Slovakia 
to a firm in Prague to print, so it would seem that there is nothing there for 
US. 

When I go to Varsovie, I will look into the matter thoroughly 
end if there is the least chance for us, I will push on the Kovno without fail.

@ As I have already expressed my views with regard to watermarked 
paper, I would suggest instead of having the portrait molded in the paper as 
you are contemplating that for the white space reserved for that purpose, we 
engrave a beautiful vignette of the portrait which could be printed in the same 
space or probably a little larger, and this would in no way alter the artistic 
look of the note, on the contrary, besides giving you an additional security. 

In taking our prices into consideration, I beg of you not to be 
guided altogether by prices which our competitors might offer but to consider 

@ the execution and the quality of the work as well as the protection that our 
notes carry, besides their lasting quality once in circulation, All these 
points I trust you will take into account before deciding, 

Should you want to discuss the matter in person with one of our 
representatives and will so advise us by cable, I shall be very pleased to 
send one of our men to Kovno immediately,

Thank you for your letter of the 23rd giving me details of your 
prices for the above notes. When compared with your figures I must agree.with 
you that ours do seem extraordinary low; on the other hand you must remember 
that we have given Johnson our rock bottom prices, leaving it to his judgment 
as to what figures he submits, based on the information he learns in Kovno. 
Again, we are up against very stiff competition with Waterlows and DeLaRues, 
especially the latter firm, who in these days cut every price to the bone in 
their anxiety to get the work. Although the order is only a small one I am 
very very keen on getting it, because I feel that if we can get these two values, 
other denominations will follow at a later date: also it would be a good 
advertisement for us and would help us in our campaign to obtain work from 
the other Baltic States, | 


We have no definite news from Kovno as yet. Johnson has wired for 
alternative quotations on stronger paper, and these have been sent to him, as s 
shown in our Prospective Customers ‘list, I judge from the correspondence 
that the Bank will insist on watermarked paper, ee 


Tt seems that there is an enquiry for postage stamps — two alterna- 
tive quantities of IOI 000 000 and TI84 000 000 and we are prepsring prices 
and will cable them to Johnson in a day or so, The Post Office ask that we 
should surrender the plates on completion of the work, but we have refused to do 
this. They also ask that ovr quotation be in lits, and here again we have refused 
to quote other than in sterling. Unless you have received an enquiry yourself 
for these stamps, I would suggest that you do not make any offer for the 
printing of the same,
